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PREFACE. 



HoiiY Scripture, unlike all other books, will bear tbe most minute investiga- 
tion, yielding np its treasmee of wisdom and knowledge and beauty the more that 
it is examined : like all the other works of God it bears this stamp of its divine 
origin, distinguishing it &om all human productions, and aflbrding the moat con- 
vincing internal evidence of its plenary inspiration. Bat it is only of the Hebrew and 
Cri'oek originals that this can be folly and truly said ; because any uninspired transla- 
tion, however fiiitbful it may be, is but a work of man, and depends for its value on the 
closeness of its conformity to the inspired originals, to wMch appeals can be made at 
any time for its explanation, supplementation, or correction. The picture of a flower 
may give a general and truthiiil representation of the work of nature ; but for 
botanical research or microscopic study, the flower itself must bo examined, and can 
have no substitute. And so it is with the Bible; for the analogy of faith, and for 
general and practical purposes, the authorised version of the Scriptures (with the 
originals in reserve) is amply sufficient; but he who would search the Scriptures 
and study them in the very words selected by the Holy Ghost, will seek to know 
in every passage what these words really are, and will search in other passages where 
the same words have been employed, to ascertain the very shade of meaning which 
the Spirit intended to convey. Hitherto this has been a luxury enjoyed only by 
the Hebrew and Greek student, who, with the original before him, and ezcdlent 
Lexicons, as well as Concordances at his command, is able to pursue bis investiga- 
tions, and receive at the fonntainhead the piire stream of inspiration. 

In the study of any language there arc two distinct departments, whifli are in a 
great measure independent of each other; the one is the Vocabulary, the other is 
the Grammar. Now, it is the former of these that presents the greatest difSculty to 
the translator. The extreme flexibility of the Ei^lish language, with its auxiliaiy 
verbs and*prepositians, enables him wi^ tolerable precision to represent nearly all 
the inflections of the Greek; but whenever the Greek vocable has no conespondii^ 
word in English, but combines the ideas expressed by three or four of them, the 
translator feels that he has only a choice of evils; and it is here chiefly that the 
weakness of any translation appears. There is little difficulty in r^ard to moods 
and tenses, numbers and persons, — little difficulty, in short, regarding the infiection 
of the word, but great difficulty in the selection of the word to be inflected. 

If for every Greek word in the Hew Testament there were one in Ei^lish which 
exactly expressed its meaning, and if that word were always used as its equivalent 
in the authorised translation, there wonld be no need of such a Ckmcordance as the 
present : the common Concordance would then enable us to ascertain the meaning of 
any word, by tracing it through all the passages in which it occurs. But this is iax 
from being the case ; for the structure of the two languages is so entirely different 
that there are very few of the Greek words which have an exact equivalent in Eng- 
lish, and there are veiy few English words that have an exact equivalent in Greek. 
In nomerous cases it is only by a number of ^English words, each of which contains 
a portion of the meaning of the Greek, that we are able to convey an accurate idea 
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iv PBEFACE. 

of its mefmiug. The consequence is, that in our English translation the void which 
is the fittest rendering in one sentence would misrepresent the meaning of the same 
woid in another; and therefore it is impossible always to use the same English for 
the same Greek, or to avoid giving more in one way and less in another than ie to 
be found in the original The full and true meanii^ of such Greek words con only 
be expressed, by a combination of English ones, and ascertained by an examination 
of all the various pass^es in which they occur. As the only way in which we can 
leain the great doctrines of Christianity is to compare Scripture with Scripture, bo 
the only method by which we can asceirtain the exact import of the words in which 
the Holy Ghost expressed them, is to compare passages with passives. 

By means of our English New Testament, this is, of course, impossible ; because 
for every English word there are, on an average, four or five Greek originals, and 
for every Greek word there are four or five English translations. The common 
English Concordance, therefore, would be a very treacherous guide, if we were to 
attempt any investigation of this kind by its aid ; unless under each English heading 
we had a classification of the passages, according to the different words used in the 
Greek. This, indeed, is the desideratum which the present Concordance is intended 
to supply; and now by its means the Bible student, without any previous knowledge 
of Gre^ will be able to ascertain, in any passage, the very word used in the 
original, and distinguish it &om all the others in which the some English word is 
a translation from a different Greek. 

To complete the apparatus of investigation a Glossary is appended, in which 
the signification of each Greek word is supplied, with ail the difi'etent renderings 
which are given to it in the authorised translation. By this means, not only are its 
shades of meanii^ brought out, but, by turning up the passages in the Concordance 
under the various Ei^lish words by which it is translated, the student is able to 
trace the same word in all its different renderings threughout the New Testament 

The author has to acknowledge the important help he has received in the com- 
pilation of this volume from various fellow-labourers both male and female; especially 
&om two gentlemen, whose names he is not permitted to use, but who8e>labours in 
connection with it have been both great and valuable. The " Englishman's Greek 
Concordance"* also, a most precious contribution towards Bible study, has been of 



3 intended that the Concordance of the Old Testament, with a Hebrew 
Glossary, should have been issued at the same time upon a somewhat similar plan; 
but it was found that the public was not so prepared to appreciate either of them as 
was expected. Those who were scholare had already their Hebrew and Greek Con- 
cordances, which to them are much more valuable; whilst those who know nothing of 
these languages did not underetand the benefit to be derived from such a method of 
investigation; or doubted their ability to make use of it. Perhaps the present work 
may create the demand which it was intended to supply.

THE POBPOSE OP THE BOOK. 

Thu Interpreting ConconUnm is not btended to 
enable tbe Bible atadent to letruislate for binueU 
tha New Testament, or aven to conect or improve 
the Anthoriaed Version. This, indeed, it ma; occa- 
sionaUy enable bim to do ; but it is oecearary that 
the reader ahoold imdeisiuid that this is not the 
tme pnrpoae of the book ; it is simply to KnabU 
him loatcerUua the true import oftht vivrdt 0/ ffie 
authoriied verriaa, vA«n the £ngliMh Uatguagt did 
not enoSfc the tnaulatori tujt^ently to dtjine or 
txpTttait. 

The (ollowing is the plan of the woik, wMeb 
eonsiets of two parts,— the Comoordahoe and the 
QLO8S1RT. By means of the Coneorduee the 
Btadent finds tbe original Greek of the English 
words ; by means of the Glossary be ascertaina its 
meaning, and obtains a key to the paassgea in 
which It occnrs ; — • 

1. Under every English heading the posuges are 
clasaifled according to the Greek words, of which 
the English heading is a translation ; each Greek 
word being placed at the head of tlie passages in 

2. The Greek words are given throoghout the 
book, each only in one form, whatever be the 
variety of inBeiioDS vhich it aaenmea in the pas- 
sages underneath. If it be a noon, it appears as a 
nominative singular ; if it be a verb, it is in the 
fiist person singular indicative. The Greek in- 
flexiona are altogether ignored. 

8. Ae it frequently requires two English words 
to translate one Greek one, tbe passagea in which 
it occurs do not always appear under both head- 
ings ; it la therefore sometimes necessary to tun 
to both headings before Anding it. For eiample, 
the Greek word merUnuUI is Sometimes trans- 
lated "lo take ihotigki," and in this cose the 
paasa«e8 are found only under the beading 
"Thodoht." 

4. When the Greek word is translated by more 
ban one English word, whether it be on account 
of the meaning or the inflection, all the English 
words which are covered by the Greek are printed 



in italic, to show that the one Greek word np[«- 
senta them all. For example, under the beading 
Abidb, Baeaft, the following passage occure :— 
John lii. 40^Shou^ not abide in darkness. 
This indicates that tlie voids " ihtnild aiidt" are 
a translation of the word as it ia inflected in this 
ptange. 

5. In most instances Uie italic words represent 
the inflection of the Greek, and show the esses and 
numbere of the nouns, and the voices, moo<* 
tenses, numbers, persons, and participles of the 
verbs. All these are represented by a variety 
of forms of the Greek word : in the English they 
are represented by auxiliary words or by a 
cumlocution, all of which is printed in italic. To 
those who do not understand Greek, aome of 
these italics may seem strange ; for example, under 
"Arise, ■sbMBili"nefindsuchqnotationsas — 
Luke i 39 — Hary ar^st in those days and irent, 
so that "arote, and," seems the translation of 
■BUtSml I and so it ia, because the passage, if 
translated literally, would run thus, " Uary, hav- 
ing arittn in tliose days, went." Were the ob- 
ject of this work eitber to communicate a know- 
ledge of the Greek, or to supersede it, all ttiis 
should be explained ; but, as has already bei 
staled, it is not so. Its purpose ia aufflciently ii 
portant without attempting or professing to 1 
more ; and the author, so far from disparaging 
the importance of a thorongh acquaintance v " 
Greek for the study of the Greek Testament,, will 
be greatly disappointed if it does not induce many 
to attempt both. 

e. The Greek words are printed in Englisb letters 
according to the plan shown in page viii., and ii 
the Glossary the airungement is according to the 
English, not the Greek alphabet. 

7. The Greek word, when a compound, is either 
divided by a hyphen, or there is added wit 
brackets one or both of its constituents. The 
brackets also contain its derivstion when it is not 

8. The explanations are in tiie order of their 
importance, the most ebaracteristio bring placed 
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Brst. The wonU within psrenthesea are not true 
eqniralents of tha Gi««k woid, but indicate bead- 
inga of tiie Ckmcordauce, uiKUr which alw it ma; 
be found. 

9. The words printed in italics am raeaninga 
which do not occur in the New Testament, and on 
that account are not to be fimnd in the Concord- 
There are two wafs in which thia Concordance 
may be lued, lioth of them most inatructive. The 
first U to study a particular English word aa it 
occurs in the variona passages collected together 
under the rariona Oreak originals, of which it ia a 
translation. The other is to study a particular 
passage of Scriptnre, b; Hiamining the different 
words of which it is composed. 

The First MeOiod. 
In adopting the first of these methods, which Is 
perhaps the heat, the student having turned up in 
its place the Engliah word which is to be the sub- 
ject of hie study, will find under it Xbn different 
Creek words of which it is a translation. These 
lie turns up one hy one, examining their composi. 
tion, and observing the various shades of meaning 
by which they differ one from another. Each 
Greek word has probably several nieanings at- 
tached to it ; hut as the first in order is that 
which is most chsMcteriatie, let him take it and 
snhatitute it for the autJioriaed translation, observ- 
ing the peculiar meaning which it is thus made to 
assume. If, however, the first mesning be also 
that of the authorised version, let him take the 
neit in order, or even go over them sU for the same 
purpose. It will be imposdhle to go over the 
passages in this way without Ills being frequently 
surprised and delighted with the new light that is 
thus thrown npon Uiem ; contiasts, coincidences, 
and unezpect«d associations, will present them- 
selves, which not only were not observed before, 
hut which were not likely to be observed eicept 
hy such a method of study. 

The Seamd Method. 
The second method is the one which will prob- 
ably be most frequently adopted : to illustrate it, 
thetefore, a few examples may be given. Let 
us suppose that the passage to be investigated is 
Matt. vi. 25—" Take no thought tor your life" ; the 
student turns np the Concordance under the head- 
ing Tbouoht, and onder the Greek BaerlaiMa, 
page 282, he finds the passage,— 

Matt. vL 2S—Taie no thought for your life. 
The words in italic show that "— iwifiT is 
translated bythetwo wonU "take thought," which 
app«er in the sentence aa the second person plural 



of the imperative. It may be presumed that it 
so in Greek also ; but, aa has been already e: 
plained, no account is taken of this, or of any other 
grammatical point, because we go on the supposi- 
tion'that the Authorised Version is correct. What 
is wanted is first to know what is meant by " 1 
ing thought." Taming to the word meilBi»S 
in the Glossary, he finds in page 18 as follows :— 
■•erl^uaS, to be ajaAnaly careful, 
to take thought, to care. 
He sees that the passage does not mean, "Pay no 
attention to your life," as Onr translation might 
suggest, but "Donotbeanmouilyear^fliltoT your 
life." The word "anxiously" being in italic, shows 
that this word is not used in the New Testament ; 
but it is inserted te show the essential meaning of 
the Greek verb, as ascertjuned by careful research, 
and vouched by the best anthorities. 

It is important to notice, however, that Bcrip- 
ture is ite own best interpreter; and therefore, 
although the classical use of any Greek word is 
that which genemUy should determine Ite meaning, 
its scriptural use is more authoritetjve for Scripture 
intATpretetion. The student may therefore proceed 
to examine tlie other passages in which it occurs, 
to verify or modify, aa the result may be, the in- 
terpretation given in the Glossary. In Uie present 
instance, he will find other passages under the 
headings Cabb and Camfdl, iriiich cooflrm the 
interpretation : for example, — 

Luke X. 41— Thou art careful and troubled. 

Phil, iv, 6—Se careful for nothing, &c. 

S. For the same purpose, he may nei): look at 
the other words of the same family, which are 
very Qumerous and suggestive. Hera,

1 Peter V. 7— Casting all your core upon. 

In this manner we have ascertwned the true 
import of " taking thought ; " and now we turn 
to the word " life" for the same purpose. Under 
tliis heading, p. 161, we find several Greek words 
so translated, "aU," "psackC," and "MMt" 
but ou examining the passages under each, we find 
a very marked difference of meaning. Under «M 
we find snch passagea aa these, " I am the bread of 
life," " As the Father hath l\fo in himself so hath 
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he giveo to the Son Co hive !^t in himwlf." Under 
"p*B«kC*- we haveanch pwBageaoa thew: "He 
gave 'SMlife^ ransom for man;," " Neither coont 
I my life dew unto me." And nndet '*»!••" 
sncli paawgea as these : " A quiet and peaceable 
life" "Thetimepast of ourtivM," fee. 

Under vrhich of theae beads, then, do we find the 
present passage t It la nndei peache. "Take 
no thought for your ptackC." We therefore 
look up in the Oloesar; to knov what the word 
"ptBCke- means. 

paaefeC |^p«m«kS] antmul ^ft, life, the soul, 
the mind ; the animal naixn, the heart.

Here ia a rich field for study. Under the 
headlngi, "Sotix," " MmB," "HKiBT," pas- 
aagee aie found in which *' piBcki " ie trans- 
lated by these words ; and in most cases their 
scope and connection will go far to coat great light 
npon the piecise sense in which the word ia nsed. 
If the student be inclined to extend hia research, 
under the wotda "psacMt" and "piBcUkM" 
still fnrtlier materials for investigation will be 
found. 

In the case selected, the paaaage will uot be 
found cited under any of the other words, no, for, 
your ! and the teaaon may be eiplained for the 
reader's guidance in all Boch cssea. Under the head- 
ing "No" itia stated that the word is geMn^yn- 
preneated by "•■" or "mtf Bud only the ei- 
ceptiona are cited. Thia paaaage, therefore, as it 
is not cited, most have •■ or mtt, both of 
which, as stated in the Glossary, are simple nega- 
tives 1 bnt their occunence ia too frequent to pre- 
vent the citation of the passages in which they 

Uiuler the heading "Fob," alao, thia paaaage doe« 
not occur ; it is included, therefore, among those re- 
ferred to at the end by " (See v!or<U m conneclum)," 
which means that there is no separate Qreek word 
for it, but that the composition or inflection of 
some of the other words is such as to require ite 
presence. 

Thia sentence haa been taken very much at 
random, as a short example of the method of in- 
it would have been easy to select 



others mach more interesting, and exhibiting more 
luminous and unexpected results, but each of them 
would require an exhibition either too large for 
admission here, or too superficial to be of use. 

In concluaion, it may be remarked that light 
may be cast on some of the eipreaaions in the 
Authorised Veraion, which in the intervening 
period have aniTered a change of meaning : such a* 
"atonement," "letteth," "prevent," "conversa- 
tion,'' " sometimes," kc. 

Turning to " Atoneheht " in the Concordance, 
he finds the word in Bom. t. II, t« hekatallagSf 
which the Glossary informs him has "teconcilia' 
tion," or "at-one-ment" for its essential meaning. 
And turning to the donate verb, katallass*, he 
finds what at once satisfies him that thia waa the 
sense in which the translstora used the word, in the 
fact that this verb has "reconcile" for its essential 
meaning, and ia ao rendered by them more than 
DDCe in the immediate context. 

Again, in like manner, on turning to Oie word 
" Let," ill the Concordance, he finda the Greek 
verb used to be kalMkl, which haa for its proper 
meaning, " to hold down ;" and among its mean- 
inga he finds the aimilar one " to withhold f by 
aearching under which, in the Concordance, he 
discovers that the same word which is rendered 
" let" In this text, is rendered "withhold" in the 
verse which Immediately precedes. He thus sees 
that the trauslatora used the word "let," not in 
thsaenae of " permit," but of " withhold," or "not 
permit." 

In a aimilar way, he very easily discovers that 
"prevent," in 1 Theaa. iv. 16, waa used aa an equi- 
valent to " anticipale," or " get before," and not 
to "hinder;" that " couveiaatiofl" always meana 
*' manner of life or behaviour," and not "apeech;" 
that " sometimea " dose not mean "occasionally," 
aa in contrast with "always," but "once," or "at 
a foimer time," in contrast with "the preaent 
time;" and that "of," in John xvi. IS, aain many 
other texts, means, "from;" "He (the Holy 
Spirit) ahall not speak of [i.e., from] himself; 
but," be In this way he will be able, in almost 
every instance, to clear avray the obacurity that 
attaches to the Authorised Veision in a number of 
passages, and to ascertain deciaively the t 
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THB ALPHABET.

A small italic n is inserted before g when it is followed by another g, or byk, 
or Z, or ch ; thus aggeloa, an angel, is prononnced anggeloi ; agknia, an anchor, 
ia pronounced angknxa, and so on, in accordance with a mle of Greek euphony. 

The proper diphthongs are ai, an, ei, eO) oi, on. When ae, ea, or oo occur, 
they are not diphthongs, but are pronounced aa in two syllables.

This Glohsasv hae been conpiled for the use of those who know nothing of Greek ; and erer;- 
thing except accuracy has been aacriflced to dmplicity. It coutaioB all the words which occur in 
the Tbxtos Rbcbptds of the Greek New Teetttment, and which appear in the preceding Concord- 
ance, with the addition of a nnmber of other words which, though the; do not occur in their 
simple form, axa nsed Ity the inepired wtiters in the form of compounds. 

The explanations given after erery Greek word consist of a collection of all the rendering* which 
are gircn to it in our English anthorised tratulatioii, omitting, of conrse, mere varietiea of form, 
which, if wanted, ma; be fonnd grooped together in the Concordance, and which, were the; re- 
printed in the Oloesarj, woald onl; encumber its pagea. B; taming np in the Concordance, 
therefore, the EngUsh words enumerated in the Glossarj, the stndeut ma; pass under his review 
ever; passage in the New Testament in which an; Greek word is to be found. 

It will be observed that the English explanations ate parti; in Roman, and parti; in itslio 
characters, and that (within parentheses] reference is frequently made to other words which are 
not true equlvalenta of the Greek. The explanation is thie : — Wherever our authorised version 
supplies one or more true equivalents, nothing more is needed ; but as it frequently happens that 
the Greek idiom is such as to render it impossible to translate the words literally in English ; and 
as in snch cases the English representative of the Greek word cannot be a correct translation ; 
to meet this difficult;, the true equivalent is supplied or interpolated m UaUe; and the abnormal 
translations are referred to {within parentheses) under the English words in the IDoncordanoe, 
where they are to be found. The Roman words, therefore, are thotie used in the authorised trans- 
lation, and found in the Concordance ; the italic words are those that are nnathorised, being found 
in neither. 

It has not been thought necessary to offer a philologicall; pecise anal;8is and etymolog; of the 
Greek vocables, but as much has been done in that direction as seemed necessary to determine 
their character and genealogy. The composite words are divided into parts b; h^ihens, and each 
of these parts may be found in its place in the Glossary, though perhaps not exactly in the same 
form ; or, when one or more of the parts is so changed as not to be easil; recognisable, the normal 
form Is added within brackets. Id most cases the root, words, and their branches follow each 
other BO closely that no reference is needed from one to the other. It is chiefl; when the; are 
isolated that this has been supplied.
